~ A petition was filed late yester- 
day afternoon by Henry Kessinick 
against Charles W. Meggenhofer in

the expense of, attending cpurt and 
loss of time at $17.50; and that his 
attorney fees in defense of the ac- 
tion amount to $175, making a total 
of 453,257.50, for which amount the 
plaintiff seeks judgment with inter- 
est from Sept. 30, 1917.

The hen for the chick- 
en" loaf was cooked in the fireless 
cooker Saturday in one cooking com- 
partment while a quantity of apricots 
was cooking in the other compart- 
ment. The codfish balls were made on 
Saturday night, thus utilizing some 
mashed potatoes left from dinner. 


Twice the quantity of hominv grits 


required were cooked in the double 
boiler for Monday breakfast and util- 
ized with the apricots left from Sun- 
day to make the apricot-hominy scal- 
lop. 
In the same way enough apples 


were baked for two meals. Corn sir- 
up was used to sweeten the baked ap- 
ples and stewed fruit In place of su- 
gar.The stock from boiling the chicken 
served as the basis for chicken soup 
Tuesday, and the small quantities of 
left-over vegetables used for the veg- 
etables salad Friday. 


Instead of stopping each day to an- 


swer the question, "What shall I cook 
today?" answer it at one time for the 
whole treek. Try the plan and see 
how much easier your work becomes.

"To teach the Americans a lesson,** was one purpose of the German attack north- 


- west of Toul on April 20th, so the German prisoners say, bat the only lesson connected with 
the engagement as far as observant editors can see, is that the Yankees can meet-about three 
times their number of German "shock troops" and send them back to their trenches pretty 
heavily depleted. The German blow was delivered against the junction of the French and 
American lines by special Saxon "storm troops"—the only first-class units, according to a 
French authority, east of the Picardy battlefield. Outnumbered enormously, their lines 
swept by a hurricane of poison-gas and high-explosive shells, Pershing's men exacted a 
price for every inch of ground they yielded and*ultimately recaptured by the fiercest 
kind of hand-to-hand fighting, all they had lost.

ADVANTAGE ON 


AMIENS FRONT 


(Continued from Page 1.) 
lens drive and hill 82 they were with- 
in less than three miles of the im- 
portant Paris-Amiens railway. 


Adding this new terrain to the oth- 


er high ground taken by the French 
further south along the Avre not so 
long ago, an excellent line of de- 
fenses appears to have been taken up 
by the entente forces in this region. 


The positions of the French at 


Hangard and those of the British on 
the Villers-Bretonneux ridge preserve 
the continuity of the line on com- 
manding ground at virtually all the 
vital spots north to the Somme. 


In the Villers-Bretonneux region, 


as well, there has been a further im- 
provement of the entente ' position, 
the French gaining ground in local 
fighting there last night. 


The Germans are still holding off 


on the Flanders battle front and Ger- 
man newspapers are telling the pub- 
lic that the high command may de- 
cide not to take Ypres after all, as 
its possession is not important. 


The German artillery seems to 


have turned its attention chiefly to 
the southern side of the Flanders sa- 
lient and last night was bombarding 
the region along the fifteen mile line 
between Givenchy and Nieppe wood. 


In several thrusts at this front pre- 


viously the enemy has been unable to 
make any substantial headway with 
the British lines supported as they 
are by the barrier of La Bassee canal 
and backed up by the commanding 
positions behind Bethune. 


Flanders and Picardy and the Ar- 


ras salient continue quiet and the 
Germans have given no sign of where 
the next blow will be or when it 
will come. The present lull in the 
fighting now exceeds three days and 
there has been less minor activity 
than during the previous break in 
heavy fighting in Flanders. 


The German offensive is not yet 


ended in the view of military author- 
ities and the enemy is expected to 
make further attempts to reach the 
channel. 
The supreme inter-allied 
war council has completed a two 
day's session with a meeting at Ab- 
heville, northwest of Amiens. 
All 


military questions 
were discussed 


and decided on and the results ob- 
tained are reported to have been 
most satisfactory. Premier Clemen- 
ceau, who presided, said that Gener- 
al Foch ,who as a result of the con- 
ference, it is reported, is commander- 
in-chief of the allied forces in the 
west, is very optimistic. 


In Flanders there has been no tc- 
tivity except by the artillery, while 
on the British position of the Picar- 
dy battle front a German raid near 
Hebuter, north of Albert, has been 
repulsed. 
South of the Somme the 


enemy artillery is bombarding vio- 
lently the Villers-Bretonneux" region. 


French troops have driven back 
the Germans in local attacks in Han- 
sard wood and southwest 
of 
the 
Mailly-Rainval south of 
Hangard. 


Thev have recaptured Baule wood. 
Berlin reports the situation as un- 
changed and records only artillery 
duels on the various fronts. 
Elsewhere on the western front, 


n northern Italy and in Macedonia 
:here has been little activity. In 
[taly the rains have ceased and the 
weather has improved but the fight- 
.ng operations still are confined to 
>atrol engagements. 
In " Palestine 
the British have reoccupied Es-Salt, 
east of the Jordan and northeast of 
Jericho. 
More than 300 prisoners 


were taken and the advance con- 
inues. 


Germany and Ausrtia-Hungary ap- 


tarently are meeting with difficul- 
ies in oppressing the peoples of the 
occupied Russian territories, and as 


result there is grave uneasiness in 
Germany. 
The Ukrainian govern- 


ment has been overthrown by the 
Hermans and it is reported that a 
new government presumably favor- 
able to the central empires, has tak- 
n the reins of power. Berlin re- 
torts the occupation of Sebastopol, 
he great Russian fortress and naval 
>ase in the Crimea but gives no de- 
ails. 


The strike in the important Dom- 


irowa coal mining district of west- 
ern Russia is reported to have got 
beyond control of the Austrian au- 
horities who have adopted stringent 
estrictive measures. In the Ukraine 
he invaders are being opposed by 
rmed peasants and it is reported 
he peasants have ruined the crops 
ather than let the Germans get pos- 
ession .

sions of Portugal, France, Italy and 
Holland. 
It is not clear why Hol-

the men nor the means to develop 
her colonies adequately.

Samuel Unter- 
niyer of New York, representing the 
International News Service began his 
opening statement yesterday, con- 
cluded shortly after the court recon- 
vened and was followed by Frederick 
W. Lehmann, of St. Louis, represent- 
ing the Associated Press, who asked 
the court to sustain the lower court 
decrees. 
Senator Johnson of Cali- 


fornia was to make the closing argu- 
ment for the

Service. 


Asked by Justice Brandeis if tiiie 


question involved in the case was not 
of unfair competition between two 
news agencies instead of thi broader 
question- of property right in 
news 


Mr. Untermyer said there was 
no 


question of unfair competition. There 
is no claim of subterfuge or misrep- 
resentation involved, he said, 
but 


lower court injunctions gives news a 
property right that not only affects 
the news gathered by the Associated 
Press but also local neAvs which the 
newspapers, members of that organ- 
ization collect and which is no use to 
the organization. As a result he said, 
the order enormously enlarges "the 
effect upon the 
property 
value of 


news so that it applies not only to 
the Associated Press as an organiza- 
tion but to its members alike. 


"Aren't you taking the news so 


you can give it to the public?" asked 
Justice Pitney. 


Mr. Untermyer replied that the 


news was taken and sent out by the 
International News Service >vithout 
any effort being made to deceive the 
public and that it was to be publish- 
ed for the benefit of the public. 


"So does the Associated Press," 


quickly interjected 
Justice Pitaey, 


"and they are spending money and 
time in getting it." 


"We stand on the proposition that 


this news was unreservedly given for 
the benefit of the public and having 
been published and having bought it 
we have a right to it," was the reply. 
He further argued that -news matter 
is released upon

at length and referred to decisions 
;o uphold the contention that publi- 
cation of news does not relinquish 
he property right in it. 


"News is unlike any material com- 


modity," said he. 
"In the field of 


:eneral news, whether it is gathered 
and disseminated by a co-operative 
association of newspapers or by an 
agency conducted for pecuniary pro- 
it, it is obvious that the paper which 
s permitted simply to appropriate 
he news without payment of any 
cincl would have a great advantage 
over its competitor who had paid for 
t or had shared in the labor and 
pains of getting it. 


"In the case of newspapers pu'blish- 


ed in the west, the conditions would 
>e worse. Because electricity outruns 
the apparent movements of the sun, 
we can clip the news appearing in the 
New York papers and send it to any 
paper in the Missouri valley or to the 
west of that, in ample time for pub- 
ication in the regular and even in 
he first editions. 


"Any person doing this would have 


a great advantage over the Associat- 
ed Press.
